I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  /mnual 
Report  of  the  Public  Health  Service  for  the  year  1964. 

There  was  a  further  snail  increase  in  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
of  the  population. 

There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  a  substantial  fall  in  the 
death  rate  and  both  rates  compared  favourably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales,  There  was,  hov;ever,  an  unweloone  increase  in  the  infant  .mortality 
rate. 

The  decision  to  speed  up  the  progranne  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  in  the 
district  indicated  the  Council’ s  av;areness  of  the  urgent  need  for  this 
basic  public  health  service. 

The  reconstruction  and  modernisation  of  the  Janes  Stiff  Cottages  at 
Roughan  was  a  further  example  of  the  provision  of  really  comfortable 
acconnodation  for  elderly  people. 

A  novel  feature  of  the  house  building  prograjuine  was  the  inclusion  of 
factory  built  houses  which  were  erected  at  Barrow. 

Progress  with  the  clearance  or  inproverient  of  sub-standard  property 
was  steady  rather  than  spectacular  and  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
connection, 

A  thorough  sec.rch  of  the  district  for  cans  of  tinned  neat  from  certain 
batches  v/hich  were  thought  to  bo  associated  with  the  outbreak  of  typhoid 
fever  at  Aberdeen  was  conducted  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  with 
efficiency  and  enthusiasm. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  ny  staff  and  especially  to 
Mr,  F,  Holmes,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  loyal  support  at  ,AL1 
tines  and  for  his  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report,

The  death  rate  declined  substantially  and  the  figure  of  9.8  per  1,000 
ef  the  pop  iition  for  the  corrected  death  rate  conpares  favourably  with  that  for 
England  and  ¥ales. 

Fewer  deaths  occurred  frore  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  systen  and  fron^ 


heart  and  other  circulatory  diseases,  but  deaths  fron  notor  vehicle  accidents  increased 
from  four  to  eight,  and  lung  cancer  accounted  for  nine  deaths  compared  v/ith  four  in 
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the  previous  year.

The  nur.iber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  j^-ear  of  age  increased  from  six 
to  thirteen,  nhich  caused  a  narked  rise  in  the  infant  nortality  rate  fron  the 
lor/  figure  recorded  in  1963*  I't  should  be  enphasised,  ho^rever,  that  the  infant 
nortality  rate  nust  bo  expected  to  vary  v/idely  fron  year  to  year  because  the  figur 
is  based  upon  a  relatively  sna.ll  nunbor  of  births.  The  rate  for  Thingoe  Rural 
District  has  va.ried  considerably  in  the  past  and  ha.s  exceeded  the  figure  for 
England  and  ¥alos  in  six  of  the  last  ton  yea.rs.  In  ^^Gk.  eight  of  the  infant 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.  Congenital.  n.alfori.iations  a*.nd 
prenaturity  each  caused  four  deaths  and  one  infa,nt  died  fron  accidental  causes. 

The  death  of  one  illegitinate  inf, ant  was  recorded.

A  young  foal  v/as  affected  by  ’’scouring”  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  found 


the  foal  and  the  brood  aoxo  to  be  infected  with  Salmonella  enteriti(?i 3*  The 


saaie  organism  was  recovered  from  t'.vo  of  the  staff  aho  looked  after  these  a.nincals 
and  who  subsequently  became  ill. 

A  batch  of  calves  on  a  small hol.ding  laas  affected  by  "scouring”  and 
Scalnonella  typhimurium  v/as  found  to  be  the  cause.  The  baby  daughter  of  the 
smallholder  v/as  taken  ill  a.nd  the  same  organism  v/as  recovered  from  her. 

Later  positive  specimens  were  obtained  also  from  the  rest  of  the  family  but 
they  remained  symptomless.

Contact  Tracing  On  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  necessary 
to  tra,ce  and  place  under  surveillance  contacts  of  known  or  suspected  cases  of 
serious  infectious  diseases.  Two  separate  incidents  occurred  involving  contacts 
of  typhoid  fever,  and  on  another  occasion  a  number  of  persons  from  this 
district  had  attended  a  function  in  another  county  with  others  who  subsequently 
developed  paratyphoid  B.  It  is  gratifying  to  recoi^l  that  no  further  cases 
occurred.

Initial  inspections  v/ere  nade  of  several  of  those 
preuises  which  were  registered  during  the  year  but  it  is  clear  tha,t  nany 
enployors  have  either  not  realised  that  they  uust  register  sr.iall  businesses 
or  ha.ve  not  read  the  nubility  issued  nationally.  Routine  inspections  are  still 
revealing  unref_lst.jred  preaiisos.

Tho  uain  effects  of  this  Act  were  to  alter  the  conditions  applicable  to 
Inproverient  Crauits  and  Standard  Grants  and  to  give  certain  conpulsory  povvers 
to  Authorities  to  enforce  the  inproveaent  of  tenanted  properties.  Several 
enquiries  w'ore  ua.de  in  tho  Depart..ient  concerning  cojipulsory  iuproveuents  but 
teiicants  declined  to  ask  for  ij.iprovei.iunts  to  be  caa-riod  out  because  of  possible 
eviction  or  loss  of  euplo;\r.ient  a,s  0,  consequence.  The  changes  in  the  Standard 
Grant  provisions  have  resulted  in  a  slight  increase  in  enquiries  but  it  v/ill  tal?

The  question  of  providing  adequate  conveniences  on  nain  traffic  routes 


was  again  discussed  by  the  Public  Health  Corinittee  and  fiu’ther  enquiries  vrore 
uade  with  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  suitable  site  in  the  Ixv/orth  area.  No 
site  was  available  at  the  close  of  the  year  but  negotiations  with  the 
Yfest  Suffolk  County  Council  v/ere  in  hand  concerning  financing  such  a  scheme.

SUPPLIES, 


The  Council  lost  control  of  the  I/ater  Undertaking  to  the  West  Suffolk 
Water  Board  from  the  1st  April,  1964  and  all  sarpling  of  privcite  sources  is 
now  undertaken  by  this  Departaent o.  It  is  our  intention  to  sample  all 
private  supplies  in  due  course  v/ith  a  view  to  closing  unsatisfactory  sources.

The  nunbor  of  caravans  sited  in  the  district  increased  during  the  year,  the 
najority  being  occupied  by  newly  narried  couples.  This  is  largely  due  to  the 
eoetrone  pressure  placed  upon  the  hvousing  resources  of  the  rarea,  althouAi  there 
is  a  group  of  the  population  .diich  chooses  this  \jc.y-  of  life. 

One  section  of  a  privately  op-ned  site  within  the  district  has  been 
developed  exclusively  for  elderly  people.  This  is  occupied  iiainly  by  folk  who 
on  retiring  v;-ish  to  relinquish  their  housos  in  the  tovms  to  live  in  the 
country  and  the  uodern  well  equipped  residential  carav.an  offers  an  attractive  and 
reasonably  priced  for:.;  of  accoiiriodation  v/hich,  if  properly  located  on  an 
efficiently  run  site  "with  o-ll  conveniences, cun  constitute  a  satisfactory  hone. 

The  isTprovenents  to  the  Council’s  own  site  at  Rynor  Point  referred  to  in 
last  year’s  report  were  coiipleted.  Each  site  now  has  natns  electricity  and 
water,  its  own  storage  shed,  'i.Co  and  g’arage. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  itinerant  workers  have  not  caused  any  real 
problens  although  their  presence  on  unsuitable  sites  in  the  district  was 
reported  to  the  Dopartnont  on  tv=7o  occasions. 

One  site  in  the  district  is  occupied  by  nenbors  of  the  Chowaions’  Guild 
a.nd  is  exeijpt  from  the  Cara.van  Sites  and  Control  of  DevelopniBnt  ^  Act,  The  site 
has  not  given  rise  to  any  conpln,ints  a.nd  is  in  fact  only  occupied  for  about  six

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INSPECTION  iliro  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1  •  FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYG-IENE 

Probably  the  nost  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid 
outbrecik.  The  repercussions  of  this  incident  v/ere  widespread  not  only  by 
causing  the  countryv/ide  search  for  6lbs.  tins  of  zseat  from  the  specified 
production  centres  but  also  by  increasing  food  hygiene  consciousness. 

This  consciousness  v/as,  however,  only  shortlived  and  one  wonders  v/hat  long 
term  benej?j,ts  are  obtained  from  such  publicity.  Regular  visits  fron  a 
Riblic  Health  Inspector  to  food  premises  in  cunjunction  y/ith  press  and 
television  publicity  are  the  only  way  of  obtaining  any  real  advance  in  standard' 
noyr,  but  future  generations  will  dem.^ind  the  standards  they  are  taught  to 
expect  in  their  formative  years,  j 

One  interesting  incident  came  to  light  during  the  sea-rch  for  the  meat  j 

•  tins.  A  butcher  had  opened  a  6lbs.  tin  of  corned  beef  and  had  sold  a  small 

quantity.  On  hearing  the  neve  on  T.V.  that  6lbs,  tins  of  corned  beef  were  ! 

possibly  involved  in  the  Typhoid  outbreak  he  immediately  threw  the  tir>e- 
and  it*s  contents  into  the  dustbin  feeling  that  this  v;as  the  right  action 

to  take.  In  so  doing  he  had  exposed  the  meat  to  ideal  conditions  for  ' 

i 

multiplication  of  any  bacteria  present,  ma.de  possible  access  for  flies  to  pick  | 

i 

up  any  infection  and  carry  it  further  afield;  exposed  members  of  “tlie  refuse  i 
collection  service  to  possible  infection  and  eventually  the  material  v^’ould 

I 

have  been  deposited  on  the  tip  whore  rats,  flies,  insects  and  those  ever 
searching  itinerant  collectors  of  scrap  etc,  v/ould  have  had  free  access  to  j 
it's  deadly  contents.  Infected  or  suspect  materials  of  any  description  should 
be  burned  completely  or  reoorted  to  the  Health  Department  for  collection  and 
destruction  separately. 

The  trends  reported  in  previous  years  in  the:  food  distributive  trades  j 
continued  vdth  five  general  stores,  one  greengrocer  and  two  bakers  closing 
down.  Some  other  stores  changed  hands,  and  once  again  it  Wcas  noticed  that 
people  vdth  no  previous  e^qperience  of  commercial  food  handling  can  start  up  in 
business  having  no  knowledge  of  the  law  on  the  subject,  or  of  the  principles 
of  hygiene  involved  and  without  notifying  the  Local  Authority,  Is  it  not 
time  that  all  food  premises  should  be  r*egistered  and  all  principalsi  be  in 
possession  of  O:.  certificate  of  competence  before  ta,king  over  premises  for 
food  sales  ?

UNSOUND  POOD 


Advice  v;as  sought  by  neabers  of  the  public  on  several  occasions  on 
various  subjects  such  as  the  shelf  life  of  frozen  foods,  crystals  in  ice-creaa 
(icel),  bent  tins^  vTatornark  in  bread  (due  to  dense  dough)  and  a  piece  of 
wood  in  a  loaf  of  bread  (not  purchased  in  this  area)* 

;X^  is  never  kno'ivn  just  how  iiuch  unsound  food  is  bought  and  sold  in 
any  year  but  it  is  knov/n  that  only  a  sua,ll  percentage  of  cases  are  reported 
to  the  Health  Depjirtnent,  The  following  case  was  reported. 

A  consignnent  of  tinned  cherries  and  one  of  tinned  peas  v/ere  surrendered 
by  a  shopkeeper  who  had  purcha.sed  then  as  a  ’’job  lot"  only  to  find  they  were 
fill  unfit.  The  vendor  could  not  be  traced.  A  sad  tale  v/ith  a  noral  soaev/here. 


3.  ME.;j  blip  IIE.J  INSPECTION. 

Two  private  slaughterhouses  operate  in  the  district  and  nost  of  the 
aniiials  killed  vfero  raised  on  local  farns.  The  inspection  of  neat  is 
carried  out  to  the  full  standard  laid  down  in  the  Moat  Inspection  Ragulations, 
1963  but  sone  neat  was  not  inspected  within  six  hours;  neither  was  twenty 
four  hours  notice  of  intention  to  kill  given  in  every  case,  A  considerable 
amount  of  goodwill  bet'vYeen  Butchers  and  Inspectors  alike  has  resulted  in  another 
year  of  10C^  inspection  but  it  has  involved  your  staff  in  regular  evening 
and  week-end  work  out  of  normal  office  hours.  Details  of  the  year’s  kill  and 
unfit  neat  surrendered  were  as  follows

There  v;ere  tv?o  changes  in  the  Registers  during  the  year,  lir.  Hayhoe 
of  ViTest  Stow  retired  and  Springbanlc  Dairy  moved  premises.  The  only  other 
event  of  note  v/as  the  introduction  of  the  disposable  container  into  the 
district,  A  small  number  of  ooneumers  •  are  now  receiving  their  milk  in 
plastic  packs  and,  in  spite  of  the  obvious  hygiene  advantages  of  the 
non-returnable  container,  so  far  their  reception  has  not  been  enthusiastic 
The  main  objection  is  to  the  t^^pe  of  pack  -  a  plastic  bag  from  v;hich  the 
corner  is  cut  v/hen  required.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  rigid  containers 
y/ill  be  developed  and  become  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  in  due  course.

As  ftx*eo&st  in  last  year's  Annua,!  Report  the  Lark  Valley  Sevrerage  Schene 
providing  drainage  for  the  villages  of  Risby^  Fleinpton,  West  Stow,  Culford 
and  Inghan  v/as  completed  and  in  operation  for  the  Official  Opening  date,  the 
22nd  April,  1964.  The  Rt.  Hon,  the  Earl  of  Gainsborough,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Rural  District  Councils  I^sociation  performed  the  Official  Opening  Ceremony 
before  a  gathering  of  representatives  of  neighbouring  Authorities, 

The  sev/ering  of  Great  Barton  commenced  during  the  year  and  was  75^ 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the 
Scheme  vi^ill  be  finished  v/ell  within  the  Contract  period,  but  as  mentioned 
in  last  year's  report  will  not  be  operational  until  Thedwastre  R.D.C, 
hi3  corpleted  the  construction  of  the  sewage  v\rorks  at  Thurston  -  at  the  present 
tine  the  indication  is  that  this  will  not  be  before  the  end  of  1965. 

The  Council  is  anxious  to  expedite  the  rate  of  sev/erage  provision  in  all 
villages  and  with  this  in  mind  agreed  to  an  enlargement  in  the  engineering 
staff  by  tv/o  additional  engineering  assistants.  These  were  appointed  at  the 
end  of  the  yecar  a,nd  are  due  to  take  up  duty  in  February,  1965.  Work  is  then 
to  be  commenced  on  schemes  for  the  following  villages:  Bradfield  St,  George, 
Pakenham,  Sapiston,  Ti:oston,  Great  Livermere,  Great  Saxhan  and  the  extension 
of  existing  sewage  works  v/hich  are  nov/  overloaded  at  Ixworth  and  BarrovT, 

Nev\r  schemes  have  already  been  prepared  for  the  villa.ges  of  Bradfield  St, 
Clare,  Fornham  St,  Martin  and  Horringer  and  work  should  commence  on  all 
three  in  the  summer  of  1965.  Considerable  building  development  in  the 
Whelnetham  area  has  necessitated  a  scheme  for  increasing  the  size  of  the  works 
in  this  village  and  here  again  the  prepared  scheme  is  likely  to  conmenoe 
in  the  summer  cf  1965* 

2.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  IlH)  DISPOS.l., 

Follov/ing  last  year's  indication  that  the  refuse  collection  programme 
was  becoming  overloaded  by  virtue  of  increased  building  operations  in  the  area 
the  Council  agreed  to  the  aquisition  of  a  new  50  yard  Pakanatic  vehicle  to 
enable  the  tine  lost  in  tro,velling  to  and  from  tips,  to  be  reduced.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  vehicle  vd.ll  enable  the  programme  to  be  maintained  and 
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and  the  Council  has  in  nind  the  replacenent  of  its  second  25  yard  vehicle 
with  a  further  50  yarder,  in  due  course.  New  bonus  systems  for  encouraging 
refuse  collection  operators  are  being  introduced,  in  19^5  and  the  Council 
is  likely  to  consider  a  change  over  to  the  back  door  collection  of  refuse 
within  the  next  three  years. 

Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  on  refuse  tips  due  to  the 
conposition  of  the  refuse.  Refuse  consists,  principally,  of  paper  and  tins  and 
on  one  occasion  during  the  year  one  of  the  tips  caught  fire  and  a  considerable 
quantity  of  covering  material  was  necessary  to  control  the  fire. 

No  great  effort  has  been  rea,de  to  recover  waste  paper  since  the  price  does 
not  encourage  the  expenditure  of  either  tine  or  noney.
